THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

REAFFIRMING THE IMPORTANCE OF THE PRINCIPLES AND PROVISIONS 
OF THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY CONTAINED IN RESOLUTION 2734(XXV), AND RECALLING ALSO ITS 
RESOLUTIONS 2880(XXVI) AND 2993(XXVII) ON THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THAT DECLARATION, 

WELCOMING THE MAIOR POSITIVE CHANGES IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
SITUATION, IN PARTICULAR ON THE EUROPEAN CONTINENT, THAT 
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HAVE BEEN RECENTLY SECURED AS A RESULT OF THE EFFORTS UNDERTAKEN 
BOTH ON THE BILATERAL, AS WELL AS ON THE REGIONAL AND MULTI 
LATERAL LEVEL TOWARDS THE NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS AMONG 
STATES THE LIQUIDATION OF THE THREAT OF A NUCLEAR WAR, AND 
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THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 

NOTING THAT THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED IN THE IMPROVEMENT AND 
NORMALIZATION OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS CREATES POSSIBILITIES 
FOR FUNDAMENTAL REBUILDING OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS AS A WHOLE 
COVERING ALL REGIONS OF THE WORLD AND THE MOST IMPORTANT

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THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE ITEM ENTITLED "IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY", 

BEARING IN MIND THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, WHICH APPEARS IN GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RESOLUTION 2734 (XXV) OF 16 DEC 1970, AND RECALLING GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY RESOLUTIONS 2880 (XXVI) OF 21 DEC 1971 AND 2993 
(XXVII) CONCERNING THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECLARATION, 

NOTING WITH INTEREST THE VARIOUS INITIATIVES THAT HAVE BEEN 
TAKEN WITH A VIEW TO PROMOTING DETENTE AND PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE 
AND THE EMERGENCE OF ENCOURAGING TRENDS IN RELATIONS BETWEEN 
STATES AT THE BILATERAL, REGIONAL AND MULTILATERAL LEVELS, 

EMPHASIZING, HOWEVER, THE EXISTENCE OF CENTRES OF WAR AND 
TENSION RESULTING FROM ACTS OF AGGRESSION, THE THREAT OR USE 
OF FORCE, FOREIGN OCCUPATION OF TERRITORY, INTERFERENCE IN 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS AND THE CONTINUED EXISTENCE OF COLONIALIISM, 
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NEO-COLONIALIISM AND RACIAL SEGREGATION, 

EMPHASIZING THE CLOSE LINK EXISTING BETWEEN THE STRENGTHENING 
OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, DISARMAMENT, DECOLONIZATION, 

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND THE NEED FOR A MORE INTENSIVE INTERNATIONAL 
EFFORT TO NARROW THE CONSTANTLY WIDENING GAP BETWEEN THE 
DEVELOPED AND THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 

CONVINCED THAT THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD PLAY A MORE POSITIVE 
ROLE IN PROMOTING IMPROVEMENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 
AND A LESSENING OF THREATS TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

1. SOLEMNLY REAFFIRMS ALL THE PRINCIPLES AND PROVISIONS 
CONTAINED IN THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY AND THE URGENT APPEAL WHICH IT ADDRESSES TO ALL STATES 

TO IMPLEMENT ALL THE PROVISIONS OF THE DECLARATION UNSWERVINGLY 
AND WITHOUT DELAY; 

2. EXPRESSES THE HOPE THAT THE FAVOURABLE TRENDS CURRENTLY 
EMERGING IN BILATERAL, REGIONAL AND MULTILATERAL RELATIONS, 
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INCLUDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE ZONES AND OF CO- 
OPERATION IN VARIOUS PARTS OF THE WORLD. WILL BE MAINTAINED 
AND THAT EFFORTS ALONG THESE LINES WILL BE PURSUED AND INTENSIFIED, 

SO AS TO PROMOTE THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PURPOSES AND PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER OF 
THE UNITED NATIONS; 

3. REAFFIRMS THAT ALL STATES HAVE THE RIGHT TO PARTICIPATE 

ON A FOOTING OF EQUALITY IN THE SETTLEMENT OF MAIOR INTERNATIONAL 
PROBLEMS, AND THAT PEACE AND SECURITY MUST BE BASED ON 
EFFECTIVE RESPECT FOR THE SOVEREIGNTY AND INDEPENDENCE 
OF EACH STATE AND THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF EACH PEOPLE 
TO DETERMINE ITS OWN DESTINY FREELY AND WITHOUT INTERVENTION, 
COERCISION OR PRESSURE; 

4. REAFFIRMS THAT ANY MEASURE OR ANY PRESSURE DIRECTED 
AGAINST A STATE WHICH IS EXERCISING ITS SOVEREIGN 

RIGHT TO DISPOSE FREELY OF ITS NATURAL RESOURCES CONSTITUTES 
A FLAGRANT VIOLATION OF THE RIGHT OF PEOPLES OF SELF- 
DETERMINATION AND OF THE PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERVENTION 
PROCLAIMED IN THE CHARTER, A VIOLATION WHICH, IF ALLOWED TO 
CONTINUE, IS LIKELY TO ENDANGER INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE AND SECURITY; 

5. AGAIN APPEALS URGENTLY TO ALL STATES TO IMPLEMENT 
WITHOUT DELAY THE PROVISIONS OF THE DECLARATION ON THE 
STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, TO BROADEN THE 
SCOPE OF DETENTE TO COVER THE ENTIRE WORLD AND TO REAFFIRM 
THE PRINCIPLES OF PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AS THE BASIS OF RELATIONS 
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BETWEEN STATES, IRRESPECTIVE OF THEIR SOCIAL SYSTEMS; 

6. REAFFIRMS THE LEGITIMACY OF THE STRUGGLE OF PEOPLES 
UNDER FOREIGN DOMINATION AND APPEALS TO STATES TO IMPLEMENT 
THE DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO COLONIAL 
COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES AND THE OTHER DECISIONS OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS ON THE F,T .TTMTN ATIONOF 

COLONIALISM AND RACISM; 

7. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO SUBMIT TO THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AT ITS TWENTY-NINTH SESSION A REPORT ON THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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INTERNATIONAL SECURITY; 

8. DECIDES TO INCLUDE IN THE PROVISIONAL AGENDA OF THE 
TWENTY-NINTH SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AN ITEM 

ENTITLED "IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING 
OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY".
